THE GUTENBERG BIBLE. 


THE recent purchase by Bernard Quaritch 
of the Ashburnham copy of the Gutenberg- 
Fust, or Mazarin Bible, for £4000, has again 
directed unusual attention to this exceeding 
rarity, which claims the distinction of being the 
first book printed from moveable types—a claim 
disputed by that of the Pfister, Bamberg, or 
Schelhorn Bible. In view of the interest newly 
aroused by the fabulous price commanded, it 
may not be out of place, at this time, to present 
once more the claims of these rival monuments 
of the first printer’s art. 

The contest between the champions of the 
36-line, variously known as the Pfister, Bam- 
berg, and, from its discoverer, Johann Georg 
Schelhorn, the Schelhorn Bible, and the 42- 
line, Gutenberg-Fust, or Mazarin, Bible, is yet 
far from being decided. The claim of the 
former to priority appears to be steadily gaining 
ground, and the old theory, adopted by Hain, 
which regarded the entire work as printed in 
or about the year 1461, by Albrecht Pfister, of 
Bamberg, is now generally discredited ;‘in fact, 
seems to have been definitely disposed of by 
Prof. Karl Dziatzko, of Géttingen.* 

The types used for the Bamberg Bible—as it 
is most frequently called—were undoubtedly 
in the possession of Pfister in the year named; 
but they have also been found used in the 
printing of part of an indulgence issued in 
1454, and the improbability of two great Bibles 


being printed simultaneously during the years | 
1450-55 has led some bibliographers to date 


the whole of the 36-line Bible as early as 1450. 
A more conservative view is deduced from 
the facts (1) that the earlier sheets show traces 
of less skilled work than the rest of the book, 
and (2) that in preparing the text of all but 
these few sheets, the editor of the 36-line 
Bible appears to have worked with a copy 
of the rival edition before him. According 
to this view, the 36-line Bible, though the 
first begun, was probably laid aside by Guten-

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berg in favor of the 42-line Bible, which he 
undertook in conjunction with Johann Fust as 
his partner. The terms of Gutenberg’s agree- 
ment with Fust appear to have mortgaged to 
the latter only the type specially cast for their 
enterprise. When, in November, 1455, Guten- 
berg (who, to judge by the proceedings of his 
trial at Strassburg, would seem to have been a 
shrewder business man than he has heretofore 
been given credit for being) was obliged to 
withdraw from his partnership with Fust, he 
may have saved his old type from the wreck 
and, either by himself, or in conjunction with 
others—most likely with Pfister—have set about 
completing his original edition. 

It is unfortunate that Gutenberg did not, as 
was customary with the bookmakers of that 
time, put his name and the date of printing on the 
book. The early printers, onthe contrary, seem 
to have been quite indifferent in this respect. 

For fully fifteen years after the publication of 
the first completed printed book the title-page 
had no existence. Even when books were writ- 
ten instead of printed it is surprising that title- 
pages should never have been invented; but the 
monks were presumably economical, and re- 
fused to devote a whole leaf of good paper or 
parchment to information which could be given 
in three or four lines. Hence the most com- 
municative manuscripts at the outset only ac- 
quaint us with their contents by means of a 
headline or rubricated paragraph on the top of 
the first page in which the words Jucipit, Cy 
commence, Incomincia, or Hier begynneth are fol- 
lowed by the title of the work, and any infor- 
mation as to its author, commentator, or trans- 


| lator which the scribe might be pleased to 


impart. Now to the earliest printers the scribe 
was for a long time as a law; they cut their 
types to imitate the current handwriting of the 
day, and were slow to break away from any of 
It was this 
spirit of humility which led to the paucity of 
printed information as to the contents of a vol- 
ume. For many years after the invention of 
printing the ornamentation of a book was -re- 
garded as a separate art, the province of the 
‘*rubrisher,"”’ who drew the initial letters at 
the beginning of chapters, inserted paragraph 
marks in blue or vermilion in appropriate 
places, and as often as not, was entrusted with 
the further task of writing the head-titles as 
well. Thus it is often from the rubricator, and 
not from the printer, that we obtain important 
information as to the date of an early printed 
book. It is the rubricator of a copy of the 42- 
line Bible (Heinrich Albech, or Cremer, Vicar of 
the Collegiate Church of St. Stephen in Mentz) 
who tells us that he finished his task upon the 
first volume August 24, 1458, and upon the 
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second volume, August 15 of the same year, 
_and thus furnishes a date from which to work 
back to that of publication. As the second vol- 
ume was illuminated nine days before the first 
volume, it may be assumed that, on this copy, 
the work of illumination was started on the 
sheets as soon as they had been printed and be- 
fore they were bound. It is possible that the 
last sheet was printed in 1456, but it is a more 
general belief that the work was completed in 
1455. It is the rubricator, again, of the 36-line 
Bible, who inserted in the copy now in the 
Bibliothéque Nationale in Paris, the date 1461, 
to which, for other reasons, the edition is so 
often assigned. These dates, of course, are 
only useful as giving us the latest year in which 
the books in which they were inserted could 
have left the printer's hands; but even this is 
more than the printers tell us themselves.* 

No part of the work on the 42-line Bible, 
according to Theo. L. De Vinne, ‘‘ was done 
hastily or unadvisedly. Gutenberg may not 
have received practical education as a book- 
maker, but he had the rare good sense to ac- 
cept instruction from those who had. The book 
was obviously planned by an adept in all the 
book-making skill of his time.’’ It was laid out 
in 66 sections, forthe most part of ten leaves each. 
To facilitate the division of the book in parts 
(so that it could be bound forthe convenience of 
the reader in ten volumes), some ofthe sections 
have but four, some eleven, and others twelve 
leaves. The book proper, without the summary 
of contents, consists of 1282 printed pages, two 
columns to the page, and for the most part 
forty-two lines to the column. 

There are two kinds of copies, with differ- 
ences which seem to justify the opinion that 
they belong to two distinct editions. In one 
kind all the copies have 42 lines to the column, 
and all the summaries of chapters are written 
and not printed. In the other kind, the first 
eight pages of the first section have 40 lines to 
the column; the gth page has 41 lines; the Ioth 
and all other pages (except two 4o-line pages 
in the book of Maccabees) have 42 lines; and 
the pages of 40 and 41 lines have their five 
summaries printed in red ink. The same face 
of type is used in both kinds of copies, but the 
pages of 4o and 41 lines occupy the same space 
as the pages of 42 lines, beginning and ending, 
for the most part, with the same words. 

A wide margin was allowed for the orna- 
mental borders, without which no book of that 
time was complete, and large spaces were also 
left in the text for the great initial letters. It 
was expected that the purchasers of the book 
would have the margins and spaces covered 
with the fanciful designs and bright colors of 
the illuminator. In some copies this work of 
illumination was admirably done; in others it 
was badly done or entirely neglected. The 
rubrics were roughly made by dabbing a brush 
filled with red ink over a letter printed in black. 
On the pages of 40 lines the summaries of chap- 
ters were printed in red ink; on other pages the 
summaries were written, sometimes in red and 
sometimes in black ink. It would seem that it 
was. Gutenberg’s original intention to print all 
the summaries in red ink, and that he was 


obliged, for some unknown reason, to have 
them written in.

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The general effect of the typography is that 
of excessive blackness—an effect which seems 
to have been made of set purpose for the de- 
signer of the types made, but sparing use of 
hair lines. It may be that the avoidance of 
hair lines was caused by difficulties of type- 
founding. The type-founding was properly 
done—the types have solid faces and stand in 
line. The letters are not only black but con- 
densed, and are so closely connected that they 
seem to have been spread by pressure. Double 
letters and abbreviations were freely used. 
Judged by modern standards, the types are un- 
graceful; the text letters are too dense and 
black, and the capitals are of rude form, and too 
small for the text. The presswork is unequal; 
on some vellum copies the types are clearly 
and sharply printed, on other copies they show 
muddily from excess of ink. On the paper 
copies the ink is usually of a full black, but 
there are pages on paper and on vellum in which, 
for lack of ink and impression, the color is of.a 
grimy gray-black. The register on the paper 
copies is very good; on the vellum copies it is 
offensively irregular, a plain proof that the vel- 
lum had been dampened, and had shrunk or 
twisted before the second side was printed. 

The workmanship of the printer in his own 
proper field is wonderful when we regard the 
circumstances under which it was done, but it 
would not satisfy the requirements of a modern 
publisher or bookbuyer. Itis of its own time, 
with the faults of that time in manner and mat- 
ter. The promise of legibility which seem 
warranted by the bold and black types is delu- 
sive. The ordinary Latin scholar cannot read 
the book, nor refer to any passage in it with 
satisfaction. It is without title and paging 
figures. The blank spaces which indicate 
changes of subject and give relief to the eyes 
were seized by the illuminator. Verse follows 
verse, and chapter follows chapter, and one 
line chases another with grudging of white 
space and of tone relief which is not atoned for 
by the dabs of red in the rubrics, nor by the 
profuse wealth of ornamentation in the centre 
column and margins. The composition is 
noticeably irregular, the lines are not always 
of uniform length. When a word was divided 


| the hyphen was allowed to project and give to 


the right side of the column a ragged appear- 
ance. _When there were too many letters for 
the line, words were abbreviated. The measure 
was narrow, and it was only through the 
liberal use of abbreviations that the spacing of 
words was regulated. The period, colon, and 
hyphen were the only points of punctuation. 
There is notradition about the number of 
copies printed. At the close of the fifteenth 
century three hundred copies were regarded by 
the printers of Italy as a proper number for an 
edition in folio. It is not probable that Guten- 
berg printed so large a number. Unbound 
copies were sold at different times and places, 
not long after publication, for various sums 
ranging from 12 guilaers (about $30) to 60 
crowns (about $75), basing the equivalents on 
the fact that a gold gulden from 1409 to 1559 
varied in value from $1.75 to $2.50. A gold 
crown in the fifteenth century was worth from 
$1 to $1.25. It does not appear either that the 
books provoked any enthusiasm ; no chronicler 
of that time thought it worth while to give 
them even a passing mention. It was not until 
1499 that a description of the work was given 
in a chronicle of Cologne, the statements in 
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which rest upon the authority of Ulrich Zell, 
who was the first printerin Cologne. We have 
to suppose that they attracted no more atten- 
tion than the books of a copyist—indeed, it is 
charged against Fust and his son-in-law Schdf- 
fer, that they attempted to pass off some of 
their Bibles as manuscript copies. It appears, 
also, that the Bible of 42 lines, from a mercan- 
tile point of view, was a very unsuccessful 
enterprise. 

The 42-line Bible has received the name 
of ‘‘Mazarin Bible” from the fact that Guil- 
laume Francois De Bure in the eighteenth cen- 
tury found and described the first copy known 
to moderns in the library of Cardinal Mazarin. 
Upwards of thirty copies of the 42-line Bible are 
now known to be in existence, of which eight 
are printed on vellum. The list of the owners 
is as follows:

of another is in facsimile. 


The Syston Park (Sir John Thorold’s) copy 
was sold in 1884 to Quaritch for £3900. It is 
now the property ofa Scotch clergyman, whose 
name cannot be determined. 

The Duke of Sussex bought his copy for 160 
guineas. At his sale in 1844 it sold for £190, 
whence it passed to Daly, Bishop of Cashel, at 
whose sale, in 1854, it was bought by B. Quaritch 
for £595. It then passed to the Earl of Craw- 
ford, and was bought again by Quaritch, in 
1888, for £2650. Whether the copy is still in 
the market can only be conjectured. 

At the Perkins sale B. Quaritch bought the 
copy on paper for £2690. This was originally 
in the library of Sir M. M. Sykes, at whose sale, 
in 1824, Perkins bought it for £199. 
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Mr. Quaritch, in January of this year, offered 


| 
| for sale (for £4000) a copy of the 42-line Bible, 


on paper, which in 1471, if not earlier, had be- 
longed to Johann Vlyegher, a perpetual bene- 
ficed priest in Utrecht Cathedral. Atthe end of 
each of the two volumes is a testamentary 


| declaration signed by Johannes Roberi, public 


notary of Utrecht, that Vlyegher had in his 
presence, and before two witnesses, bequeathed 
these two volumes to be chained for all time in 
the Convent of St. Mary, at Zural, near Amers- 
ford. Theafter history of this copy is not given. 
The volumes were bound, it is supposed, by 
the noted French bookbinder Thouvenin. 

The highest price up to 1769 paid for a copy 
of the Gutenberg Bible was 2100 francs, at the 
Gaignat sale in Paris. In 1817, at Count Mac- 
Carthy’s sale, the same copy was sold to Mr. 
Grenville for 6260 francs. At his death the Gren- 
ville copy went tothe British Museum, and is 
now estimated to be worth at least £3500, 
probably £4000. 

Atthe Perkins sale in London, 1873, the Earl 
of Ashburnham paid £3400 for the copy which 
Mr. Quaritch bought recently for $20,000. This 
copy, with two leaves in facsimile, was stolen 
in 1793 from the Mentz University by Merlin 
de Thionville, a French government official, 
who sold it to Nicol,a London bookseller. Nicol 
in turn sold it to Henry Perkins, a wealthy 
brewer, for £504. It is rumored that Quaritch ~ 
bought the copy for Robert Hoe, of New York. 

In 1888, the Hopetoun copy, with some slight 
imperfections, was bought by B. Quaritch for 
£2000. Heinrich Klemm, of Dresden, paid 
66,000 marks for his copy. Jacob L. C. Grimm 
—he of fairy-tale fame—while librarian of the 
university inventoried the copy in the Gdottin- 
gen University Library at 500 thaler, or at 
about $100. We doubt whether his successors 
have valued their possession quite so cheaply. 

The Lenox copy on paper, in two volumes, 
was first in the library of George Hibbert, 
which was sold in London in 1829. It was 
bought by Mr. Wilkes for £215. In 1848 it was 
bought by Mr. Lenox for about £2500. 

The Ellsworth copy was bought at the Brin- 
ley sale in 1880, by Hamilton Cole, for $8000. 
In 1885, at the sale of the Hamilton Cole li- 
brary, Brayton Ives bought the Bible for 
$15,000. At the Ives sale, Mr. Ellsworth, a 
wealthy Chicago coal merchant, bought the 
copy for $14,800. It has the reputation of be- 
ing the tallest copy on paper known, not having 
suffered, as other famous copies, at the hands 
of the binders. It is still in the original bind- 
ing of oak boards, strengthened with pigskin 
and iron knobs. Seventeen leaves scattered 
through the two volumes are in facsimile. 

John Pierpont Morgan brought his 42-line 
copy to this country in July, 1896. It is on vel- 
lum and in modern binding. It was bought in 
London, presumably from Quaritch, but Mr. 
Morgan declines to reveal the source from 
which the copy came. 

It would be of interest to calculate how much 
these great prices represent per pound of the 
weight of these books. Doubtless it would be 
found that the volumes are worth many times 
their weight in gold. They might also well be 
compared with the original value of the books, 
and with the sums the original values would 
have reached had they been at compound in- 
terest for these 4oo odd years. But-such prob- 


lems must be left for those who have a greater 
fondness for mathematics than the writer.

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BOHN’S LIBRARIES. 

It is now fifty years since Henry G. Bohn, 
the ‘‘ king of booksellers,’’ began the issue of 
his Standard Library, which consisted of re- 
prints and translations of the classical litera- 
ture of England, France, Germany, and Italy. 
The inauguration of the series, long since 
popularly known as Bohn'’s Libraries, was the 
first attempt on the part of English publishers 
to provide good literature at a Jow price. The 
success which attended Mr. Bohn’s venture 
was so great that he was encouraged to ex- 


tend the field, and he started the various ‘‘li- | 


braries’’ known as the JAistorical Library, 
Philosophical Library, Ecclesiastical Library, 
Antiquarian Library, etc., in all sixteen series. 
In every case the works were admirably print- 
ed on good paper, and furnished with illustra- 
tions, portraits, and maps of the highest quali- 
ty. So important an influence has this series 
obtained in the advancement of English edu- 
cation that there is hardly a library, public or 
private, in England or elsewhere, the nucleus 
of which is not founded in ‘‘ Bohn.” 

In 1864 Bell & Sons acquired the series. and 
from time totime added new works, until to- 
day it includes nearly 800 volumes in all de- 
partments of literature, art,and science. With 
the progress of scholarship and research, Bell 
& Sons have found that new editions and new 
translations were necessary. and these they 
have initiated, with the result that Bohn’s Li- 
braries are unrivalled foraccuracy of text. 


MERCHANTS’ ASSOCIATIONS. 

THE MERCHANTS’ ASSOCIATION OF NEW YORK 
has been at work for a month at the New York 
Life Insurance Building, and report a mem- 
bership of about 600 resident members. On 
July 30 the advisory board organized by the 
election of George L. Putnam, of .the firm of 
Sweetser, Pembrook & Co., as permanent 
chairman, and by adopting a resolution pro- 
viding for the appointment of sub-committees 
in the different lines of trade represented on 
the board, for the purpose of concentrating 
their work toward securing new members in 
each man’s respective line of business. The 
non-resident membership list numbers now up- 
wards of 11,000. The dates for the excursions 
within the Trunk Line Association territory 
are from September 1 to September 4, inclu- 
sive; and from September 10 to September 17, 
inclusive. The territory of this latter associa- 
tion includes the cities mentioned as being the 
eastern boundary of the Joint Traffic Associa- 
tion territory and the intermediate points be- 
tween those cities running as far south as 
Baltimore and Washington, as far east as the 
ocean and New England boundary line, and 
north tothe St. Lawrence River, the Lakes, and 
Canada. Tickets will be sold within these 
dates from points in the respective territories 
affected, and at the boundaries of these two 
associations respectively, good for thirty days 
from the date of sale of each ticket, including 
a stop-over privilege at Baltimore and Phila- 
delphia. These tickets will be good only for 
members of the Merchants’ Association, their 
immediate families and the buyers.

LIBRARIAN PUTNAM now Says to a represen- 
tative of the New York Lvening Post that the 
recently published article regarding the re- 
strictiuns placed on anarchistic literature in the 
public library gave a false impression of the 
policy of the library, and Lindsay Swift, the 
cataloguer, whom the article quoted at great 
length, says he never said what he is reported 
to have said. 

Mr. Putnam says: ‘‘When I came into office 
I found here a part of the library called ‘ The 
Inferno.’ It contained certain books ofa sala- 
cious and immoral character, which as classics 
every library must have, but which contain 
such passages that the books cannot be given 
out to children. These books are in the gen- 
eral catalogue, but are starred; but <ven these 
may be taken out by any adult upon special 
application tothe librarian or his assistants. 
They are kept out of generalcirculation purely 
because they are immoral, and in no case be- 
cause ofthe political theories they advance. | 
think you will readily understand that if I 
should give you for publication a list of these 
books we should have a lot of people coming 
and asking for them. Any book on any sub- 
ject which is in the library may be taken by any 
person who has a card; thatis, with the excep- 
tion of the books in ‘ The Inferno.’”’

BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATIONS. 


EIGHTH ANNUAL CONVENTION OF THE VIR- 
GINIA BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIA TION. 


THE eighth annual convertion of the Vir- 
ginia Booksellers’ Association was called to 
order atthe Princess Ann Hctel, at 2:30 p.M., 
on the 4th inst., by President T. S. Beckwith, 
On call of the roll by the secretary, J. V. 
Alfriend, the following firms were represented : 
T. S. Beckwith & Co., Petersburg; George M. 
West, Hunter & Co., M. M. Meyer and Adolph 
Harting, of Richmond; W. L. Crump & Co., 
Portsmouth; J. P. Bell Co., Lynchburg; A. M. 
Brechen, Charlottesville; and Vickery & Co. 
and J. V. Alfriend & Co., Norfolk. Applications 
for membership were received from the Fish- 
burne Co., of Roanoke, and from James Abbe, 
of Newport News. Both were elected members. 
The secretary read a number of interesting 
communications from publishers and book- 
sellers not members of the Association. The 
election of officers for the next twelve months 
resulted in the choice of the following: T. S. 
Beckwith, president; J. J. Samuel, vice-presi- 
dent; J. V. Alfriend, secretary; and George M. 
West, Adolph Harting, A. V. Bidgood, C. W. 
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Hunter, and A. M. Brechen, executive com- 
mittee. 

After the election of officers the president, 
Mr. Beckwith, addressed the Association, call- 
ing attention to the work before its members 
relative to the State adoption next spring of 
public school books, and suggesting that a 
committee be appointed to look after the inter- 
ests of the Virginia book trade in the framing 
of the contracts for the next four years. 

E. A. Lawrence, of the University Pub- 
lishing Co., as guest of the Association was 
next introduced, and invited to address the 
meeting. Mr. Lawrence spoke briefly and inter- 
estingly on the subject of the relations between 
publisher and dealer, warmly advocating that 
they should at all times be considered mutual. 
The convention then adjourned until the next 
morning. 

On the morning of the 5th inst. the meeting 
was promptly opened at 10 o’clock. After dis- 
posing of the routine, the question of ‘‘ State 
Adoption” was discussed. It was finally de- 
cided that the executive committee as a whole 
should represent the Association at the framing 
of the contracts. 

The Association, after a long debate, agreed 
to discontinue discounts to teachers of pub- 
lic schools for their own profits. 

A committee was appointed to make an appeal 
to all publishers of text-books not to supply 
their publications to teachers direct, but to 
refer orders to the nearest bookseller. 

The convention was closed with a banquet 
and adjourned sine die. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


RussELL C. Root, who for many years car- 
ried on a book and stationery store at the cor- 
ner of Pine and Nassau Streets, in New York 
City, died in Stamford, Conn., on the 4th inst., 
aged seventy-six years. He was born in Chat- 
ham, Columbia Co., N. Y., and for years was 
a resident of Tarrytown, N. Y. After he gave 
up the book business he became president of 
the Harlem Extension Railroad, which office 
he occupied foryears. Inearly life he married 
Miss Mary Fletcher Harper, who with four 
sons and one daughter survives him. 

THE Rr. Rev. Dr. WILLIAM WALSHAM How, 
Protestant Bishop of Wakefield, Eng., died on 
the roth inst. He was born in Shrewsbury, 
Eng., December 13, 1823. He was the author of 
various works of a theological and practical 
character, including ‘‘ Plain Words,” four se- 


ries; ‘‘ Practical Sermons,” ‘‘ Lent Lectures on 
Psalm LI.,” ‘‘ Daily Family Prayer for Church- 
men,” ‘‘ Pastor in Parochia,” ‘‘ Plain Words to 


Children,” ‘‘The Parish Priest,” ‘‘ Cambridge 
Pastoral Lectures,” ‘‘ Words of Good Cheer,”’ 
and ‘‘ Poems”’; also, a ‘‘Commentary on the 
Four Gospels” and ‘‘ Holy Communion.” Dr. 
How’s most recent notable work was the 
official Jubilee hymn, ‘‘Oh, King of Kings, 
Whose Reign of Old,” set to music by Sir 
Arthur Sullivan. 

JAMES HAMMOND TRUMBULL, LL.D., the 
celebrated philologist, after a long illness died 
on the 5th inst. in Hartford, Conn. He 
was born in Stonington, Conn., December 20, 
1821. He was a member of the class of 
1838 at Yale, and although prevented by 


ill health from graduating with the class, 
received his degree in 1850. In 


1847 he 
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removed to Hartford, and became assistant 
Secretary of State, which office he filled for 
two terms from 1847 to 1852 and from 1858 to 
1861. From 1861 to 1865 he was Secretary 
of State. In 1850 he published a volume en- 
titled ‘‘ The Public Records of the Colony of 
Connecticut prior to the Union ’-with New 
‘* Haven Colony, May, 1665. ..; with Occasion- 
al Notes and an Appendix” ; two years later he - 
published a volume continuing the records 
from 1665 to 1678, and in 1859 the work was 
brought down from 1678 to 1689. In 1858 he 
began to devote his attention to the Indian 
language of North America, and prepared a 
dictionary and vocabulary to Eliot’s Indian 
Bible. In 1866 he edited, for the Narragansett 
Club, Roger Williams’s ‘‘A Key into the [In- 
dian] Language of America.”” His other works 
are ‘‘ The Origin of McFingal,” ‘‘ The Com- 
position of Indian Geographical Names,” 
‘*Best Methods of Studying Indian Lan- 
guages,” ‘‘On the Algonkin Verb,” ‘‘ The 
True Blue Laws of Connecticut and the False 
Blue Laws of the Rev. Samuel Peters,” ‘‘ In- 
dian Names of Places, etc., in and on the 
border of Connecticut, with interpretations,” 
and ‘‘ Memorial History of Hartford County.” 
He was for twenty-six years president of the 
Connecticut Historical Society, and was one 
of the founders and officers of the American 
Philological Association. Since 1863 he had 
been librarian of the Watkinson Library of 
Reference, having selected its books. He was 
the literary executor of George Brinley and 
catalogued the famous Brinley Library, He 
was aman of encyclopedic knowledge in many 
fields and a frequent contributor to historical, 
genealogical,and philological magazines. Dr. 
Trumbull’s wife, who is a sister of Henry C. 
Robinson, survives him, and their daughter, 
Annie E. Trumbull, known in literature as 
‘“‘Annie Eliot,” is also living. -Two brothers, 
the Rev. Dr. Henry Clay Trumbull, of Phila- 
delphia, of The Sunday-School Times, and Gor- 
don Trumbull, the artist gf New York City, and 
a sister, Mrs. Annie Trumbull-Slosson, of New 
York, are living.

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THE London Academy tells a story of a book- 
lover who found the proprietress of an East- 
End tobacco shop making wrappers of pages 
from a black-letter book, which he saw was an 
Elizabethan volume called ‘‘ The Good House- 
wife’s Jewell.” He bought it for one shilling, 
and, finding that three pages were gone, offered 
a rewardof apintof beer foreach. They were 
all recovered. One had been twisted into a 
taper by a navvy, preparatory to lighting his 
pipe. 

GEORGE SMITH, the English publisher, lately 
gave a dinner tothe editor of the ‘‘ National 
Dictionary of Biography,” and to about 200 
of the contributors to that monumental work. 
The occasion was partly intended to mark the 
fact that the end of the great undertaking is 
now in sight. Leslie Stephen, who edited 
twenty-one volumes, quoted Johnson’s saying, 
that the most the maker of a dictionary could 
expect was to avoid blame; praise was too 
much to hope for. He added that the best 
part of the dictionary was the least read—the 
part in small type, showing how carefully the 
writers had examined the materials. The 
greatest merit of the work was, he thought, 
that it had shown how it was ‘‘ possible in a 
small space to compass the whole pith of a 
man’s career.” The same thought was ex- 
pressed by Canon Ainger, author of the ‘‘ Dic- 
tionary’s’’ article on Lamb, and author-to-be 
of its article on Tennyson, when he said that 
the motto of the editor had always been ‘‘ no 
flowers by request.”
